The letter, dated 5 June 1952 mentioned that 
Sander HAHOTI and Matj^&flAHKO word professional Journalists and Indicated 
that CIC and other organisations were hindering or had hindered in the past, 
the journalistic activitifib/of HA0OTI and DABKO. Or. tiAKItt requested CIC sup- 
port of HAHOTI and DABKO yfi their activities as Journalists. In a 10 Nov 52 
CIC investigation of JanwprAJBfiASSY, possible HI3 agent, it was di scov e r ed 
that he corresponded regularly with Zolta KAKKA, editor of the newspaper 
HUW3ARIA and was in hopes that HAKRA could aid him in Immigrating to the 
United States. A 29 fray 53 CIC report concerns the intercept of a letter dated 
22 Sept. 52 to Dr. Z^IU*; SAKHA from Oyoergy LAKY. In the letter LAKY writes 
that he and ,l RBZ30R n settled «b many things as possible, that he (LAKY) intends 
to refrain from RKF (RFB?) and he refers to an evaluation slip and an apparent 
duplication of information. LAKY requested copies of the program broadcast by 
VGA and KJ3F (RFE) on 7 August and promised to return them immediately. An XB 
file ohsek revealed a 10 D6c 53 report from a contract agent in which he sulw* 
oitted a mimeographed letter mailed from Paris to high-ranking MHBK officers. 
The letter, he believed, was written by Antal HaDVA 5 *SKY and requested all the 
letter receivers to insist upon the instigation of the funds allotted to the 
Zoltan Janos HAKRA and Hlklos LIPPCCZY owned "Hungaria" newspaper. The letter 
inferred that a share of vie money donated to the KHBK by its members Is do- 
nated In turn to the newspaper by General ZAfiO which constitutes a misuse of 
KHBK funds. The letter is signed “Opposition- of afce-MftK^s central Staff". 
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Cn 16 June %, n^3ZAB0 volunteered information to the CIC. She 

After her release from 
Ml S, she was completely debriefed by Sander UAHDfX/who then pat her in con- 
tact idth Zoltan MAKRA. later she learned that HAIfOTI was in reality only a 
stooge for M/iKRA and that she wae being used by the MHHK. HAHOfI threatened 
her that if she did not cooperate, the safety of her child in Hungary would 
be endagered. In April 1953 on order* from &.&3A she put 1st van GEKVAHYI 
(possible AVH agent) in direct contact with the MR3X.
